LOSER 

Whoa, a toughie again because the shows I went to during the last 
couple of years were more or less pretty well attended. So, just from 
the top of my head, here're my 50 cents. 

1. ATTITUDE /EMILS in '87 

It was a hard winter and, on top of that, absolutely foggy too, so I 
guess this was the reason just about 25 or 50 people showed up in 
order to witness the legacy of the legendary ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT. I 
don't know, but what I'm still aware of is that ATTITUDE'S bass player 
somehow "got lost" and had to be replaced by someone from EMILS 
during the first few songs. 

2. SLAYER / MALICE in '87 

It's difficult, but I assume only approximately 200 people were there 
and that's not really much for a show of the amazing "Reign in blood" 
tour and/or SLAYER in general. I'll never forget that some dude rammed 
a needle within my cute ass just with the intention of getting in front of 
me... Holy fuck! 

3. ANTHRAX / OVERKILL / AGENT STEEL in '86 

The show was at the same venue as the aforementioned SLAYER gig, 
therefore due to the limited space of the club also merely 200 visitors 
rolled up. 

4. OVERKILL / HELL0WEEN in '86 or '87 

This part of their tour was booked in a really small as fuck city about 10 
miles from my also little as it can get hometown and, next to this, there 
was entirely no promotion (no flyers, no posters and since the internet 
was a fantasy back in the day, there was nothing!). In other words, the 
show was set up in the middle of nowhere which resulted in not more 
than maybe 40 die hard metal fans. 

5. BAD RELIGION / NOISE ANNOYS in '88 or '89 

I saw them during their "Suffer" tour first and the unbelievable amount 
of perhaps 70 to 80 people was there. The club itself was totally pocket- 
sized as well as hot as all hell - 1 swear, I never sweated more in my 
whole life! 

SHAWN ELLIOT 

1. Dr Know / Ruthies Inn-Beakely 

2. Neurosis-Capitalist Casualties-Sleep-Discrepancy-Scribble / Pheonix 
Theater- Petaluma 

3. Die Kreuzen / Gilman St- Berkeley 

4. Heroin-Capitalist Casualties-Man is the Bastard-Crossed Out-Man Pig 
/ San Diego-Che Cafe 

5. Fishbone / Eureka Ca- twelve people & two were a couple not there 
for the show. They were simply having dinner and Angelo did a stage 
dive, taking them & their entire table out (punk as fuck)! 

KEN POLLUTION 

TOMORROW / ROTARY BEGINNERS Lima, OH 
I think there was probably five people who weren't in one of the bands 
at the gig. Both bands completely killed, full on balls to wall gig like 
they were playing to hundreds of people. At least the five people who 
attended were pretty rowdy, I had plenty of bruises and carpet burns 
from the drunkin mayhem. 

SLAYER Cincinnati at Bogarts 1986 

This was one of their first gigs on the tour for Reign In Blood. There was 
probably 100-130 people there. The most violent gig I've ever scene. 
SLAYER came back within a year or so and the place was packed. 


JEFF WHIPLASH 

1. V0IV0D/CELTIC FROST The Stone, San Francisco 

Went to a lot of bad shows at The Stone during this time period. Wasted 
as shit I don't recall much, attendance wasn't great but the bands killed 
it. 

2. NOFX/CAPITALIST CASUALTIES/ASBESTOS DEATH The Stone, San 
Francisco 

The "pay to play" era in full effect, you had to sell tickets to play. We 
couldn't draw flies. 

3. DRI/CORROSION OF CONFORMITY The Stone, San Francisco 

This show was so bad, maybe 35 people, Kurt didn't make the show 
for some reason and DRI's roadie sang and didn't know the words. 
Appalling. 

4. DR. KNOW at Ruthies Inn, Berkeley 

So fired up to see DR. KNOW (Kyle Toucher singing) for the first time 
and on my 18th birthday. Maybe 30 people... couldn't tell you if they 
were any good, loaded off my ass. 

5. NAPALM DEATH/NOCTUARY/CAPITALIST CASUALTIES Phoenix Theater, 
Petaluma 

ND apparently played a great show in Oakland the night before, man 
they must have been pretty pissed arriving in Petaluma this night! 
Seriously, maybe 15 super bored people. ND manager a prick, stole their 
food/beer in retribution. 

DAN LACTOSE 

1. Grief & 13 at Gilman St. - 1 can't remember exactly what year this 
was (1993?), but I know it was the first time Grief ever played the West 
Coast. 13 ended up cancelling the tour at the last minute which was a 
huge disappointment. I had been pen pals with Terry from Grief and 

I remember talking to him outside and him being pretty bummed by 
the lackluster turnout. I'm going to guess there was maybe 25 people 
there? But for those guys, coming all the way from Boston, first trip 
to the Bay Area's punk rock mecca and there's only 20 people there. 

Had to be really disappointing. I remember watching them with Neil 
Nordstrom, looking at each other like "No one is here!" 

2. Unwound at Xpert Printing, Burlingame, CA 1992 - My old band Sheep 
Squeeze got booked to play a free show in a parking lot of a print shop 
Burlingame and I had no idea who Unwound was when we showed 

up for this show. In fact I think most people there had even heard of 
them. My friend who booked the show just said they were some band 
from Olympia, WA. I think they played right after us and ended up 
using some of our drummer's drums. I bought the demo but lost it in 
a break up. 

3. Slap A Ham Fiesta Grande #1, 924 Gilman St. - Don't get me wrong, 
there was a decent amount of people at this show, but when you 
compare that to the interest in this style today, it would be considered 
a rather small turnout. Plutocracy's last show, Assuck's 1st show in 
the Bay Area, MITB's Nor Cal debut, motherfucking CROSSED OUT !!!! 
Yeah, there would be 10 times the amount of people at this show if it 
happened tomorrow. 

4. Sleep, 976 & Plutocracy at Halo's Pizza in Sunnyvale, CA 199?: I don't 
remember the year of this one. It was right when Sleep went from 
playing Asbestos Death songs to the Holy Mountain stuff. My friend 
Jon drove me to the show and the man who would eventually be known 
as Extreme Elvis was also with us. EE gave me some mini thins before 
we went into the pizza spot. Pluto & 976 ripped it in their own bizzare 
ways. Sleep started playing and I was blown away beacuse it was less 
Melvins, more Sabbath. They were wearing denim vests and ridiculous 
bell bottoms. There were easily less than 50 people there. 

5. Rorschach at Epicenter 1993: This was a private, word of mouth 
sort of thing for folks involved with Epicenter and Blacklist. I believe 
Antioch Arrow played too. "Protestant" had just come out and I was still 
trying to wrap my head around it. I was completely blown away by the 
drummer setting up in reverse. Getting to see them in such an intimate 
setting with them playing on the floor and everyone surrounding them. 
One of my favorite bands from that era. Some of my all time favorite 
shows took place at Epicenter. 

ATHENA KAUTSCH 

1.SLAP A HAM FIESTAGRANDE #1 and #2 
I'm sure everyone's read about the lineups and looked up the fliers 
online, but really, these shows were pretty small when you think about 
the sellout mayhem they'd be today. The other thing I remember about 
these shows was that everyone was really nice. I know that sounds

like a weird thing to remember, but with the aggression displayed by 
the bands and the rampant drug and alcohol fueled mayhem going on 
outside of the club, I do distinctly remember thinking how nice, humble, 
and friendly everyone was unlike the shitty attitudes many of the East 
Bay bands had during this era. 

2. CHRIST ON PARADE/EC0N0CHRIST at Beale Street Warehouse in SF 
This show happened during my "Christ on Parade" summer that I've 
referred to before. Most of their shows were pretty packed, so Monica 
and I made sure to hop on BART early enough so that we'd have plenty 
of time to skate around the financial district to find the right warehouse. 
Imagine our surprise at walking in and being literally maybe two of 

ten people in attendance at this show. It was so poorly attended that 
I remember feeling embarrassed for having gone because it seemed 
tike the bands didn't want to play and would rather just pack up and go 
home rather than set up for such a small handful of people. 

3. First RANCID show ever 

This happened in some gross living room of some gross punk house in 
Oakland. Everyone was excited to see Lint and Matt's new band, and 
by "everyone" I mean maybe 50 people. I was there, sucka! This story 
earns me many points with my mall punk students. 

4. Not really a specific show, but I do remember going to see and playing 
with ASBESTOSDEATH several times in the late 80s and early 90s and the 
shows being poorly attended. I also remember when ASBESTOSDEATH 
turned into SLEEP and starting wearing giant bell bottoms and dreading 
their hair (they were hesher boys back in the day) and again, not 

very many people went to see them in the beginning of this musical 
incarnation. 

5. GRIEF and CAPITALIST CASUALTIES at Magnolia's Bar in Santa Rosa 
No one was there. Seriously, outside of Capitalist's "don't get us banned 
from this club" crew of five sketchy meth-fueled friends, me, and one 
local weirdo named Sloat who hears a constant clicking in his ear due to 
some kind of car accident, no one was there. Sloat did the one-man pit 
where he danced around like a deranged buffoon and he was far more 
entertaining than GRIEF who seemed (understandably) super bummed. 

Jeff thinks The Dread played this show, but I have no recollection of 
that. 

DEVON MORF 

1) The first Gilman show I remember was with Jello Biafra doing spoken 
word and Bl'ast! With William DuVall of Neon Christ/ Alice in Chains on 
guitar. There were around 20 or so people there including, of course, 

Chris Dodge. 

2) I went to a few Ruthie's Inn shows where legendary Bay Area Thrash 
bands like Possessed, Death Angel and Attitude Adjustment had 50 or 
so people. 

5) Operation Ivy played with this band The Edge at Gilman, there were 
probably 30 people there and half the crowd would stand in front of the 
stage so they could catch the other half who had formed a line so they 
could take turns stage diving. 

4) In the late 90 s I saw Gauze and Slight Slappers at Antiknock in Tokyo. 
Around 60 people. Both bands destroyed and the crowd rocked. The 
drummer of Hi Standard was there. Kinda of like having a member of 
Green Day in the crowd. Almost 10 years earlier at the same club I had 
seen Gauze, SOB and Assfort pack the place. 

5) First time Born Against played Gilman it was all MRR staff and 
hardcore people hardcore into hardcore i.e. scene nerds. You could 
walk right up to the stage. Next time Born Against played at Gilman it 
was totally packed with drooling fans who refused to take their eyes off 
stage and go home as long as Sam kept babbling nonsense into the mic 
and strumming on a bass for over 30 minutes after the set ended. 

AMI LAWLESS 

1. OPERATION IVY- at the Skate Park in Benicia CA, a few skaters and 
some punx. 

2.METALLICA- in a garage in Richmond CA, just a house party in the 
early 80 s. 

3.ILL REPUTE- my garage in Fairfield CA, maybe 25 people. 

4. D.I. & N0FX- at Gilman Street on a Sunday afternoon, maybe 15 
people. 

5. AUS-R0TTEN & ANTI-PRODUCT (Primate Freedom Tour)-at Gilman on a 
Sunday, maybe 5 people paid to get into this show. 

• Honorable mentions; GUNS N ROSES opening for LORDS OF THE 
NEW CHURCH and HELLNATI0N, MUNICIPAL WASTE, V0ETSEK, BRODY'S 
MILITIA tour de farce 2002. . .who fucking knew. 
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Hello all. Welcome to another marvelous installment 
of MOSH OF ASS (wait for applause). Things have 
been a bit quiet here in MOA land. I’ve been working 
on moving up in my new love SCIENTOLOGY (gotta 
get rid of those Thetans!). which has me spending a 
lot of time at Powell St. BART giving stress tests. As 
for Tony, we haven’t spoken much, but you can check 
out his Soundcloud for his newest dubstep bangers. 

He goes by the name JAR JAR BASS. Hope you enjoy 
the reviews!

Are all of Suffering Mind r s songs sung 
in Polish? 

We’ve got a few older songs in engllsh 
that appeared on our first EP and CD 
but currently all our songs are written 
and sung in Polish. None of us knows 
English well enough to write songs in 
this language (I’d like to apologize 
here for my English being the reason 
why I can't make this interview more 
Interesting) so we decided to write in 
polish and translate the lyrics later. 

I have seen nothing but positive 
feedback about your band, does that 
make you folks proud? Has anyone voiced 
any criticism about the band? 

Well, grlndcore is not a popularity 
contest. We have our opinions, and if 
there's something we don't like in 
other people’s behavior, we just say 
it or/and write a song about it. And 
we don't care (for example) about the 


fact that If we criticize some band, 
most of its fans will hate us. I don't 
like ignorance, tolerating nazi scum on 
our scene so I often talk about this 
problems.

GENERATION X, 999, ADAM AND THE ANTS, etc,, we 
were totally into the 2nd wave of early 80’s German 
Punk/ Hardcore like UPRIGHT CITIZENS, TRIEBTATER, 
VORKRIEGSPHASE, MANIACS. WUT, RAZZIA, 8 ETON 
COMBO, TARGETS, CHAOS Z, STOSSTRUPP, SLIME, THE 
NIKOTEENS, NEUROTIC ARSEHOLES. BOSKOPS, BLUT 
+ EISEN. INFERNO, TOXOPLASMA, CANAL TERROR, 
NORMAHL, DER K.F.C., BRUTAL VERSCHIMMELT. and 
tons of other bands. From around 1984 - 1987 we 
discovered faster bands like BOBWIRE, RAPT, HEART 
ATTACK, early D.R.I., FEAR ITSELF, LARM, ATAVISTIC, 
early S.O.B., NUNFUCKERS, HEIMAT-LOS, SEPTIC 
DEATH, ATAQUE FRONTAL, WINTERSWIJK CHAOS 
FRONT; early HERESY, PROTES BENGT, B.G.K., ZERO 
BOYS, THE SWANKYS, 3. KATEGORIJA, CONFUSE, 
SATANIC MALFUNCTIONS, SUICIDAL TENDENCIES, 
CHEETAH CHROME MOTHERFUCKERS, PUKE, UPSET 
NOISE, OUTO, DAYGLO ABORTIONS, SIEGE, NEOS, 

DEEP WOUND, SM-70, PANDEMONIUM, REVENGE 
OF THE WHORES, early GANG GREEN, MOB 47, early 
CORROSION OF CONFORMITY, SUDDEN IMPACT, early 
NAPALM DEATH, ZYKLOME A, INTENSE DEGREE, 
and so on. In addition, we’d been blown away by 
some early sloppy-played Lo-Fi-Death/ Thrash/ Black 
Metal-stuff (NECRONOMICON, BLOOD, PARABELLUM, 
NECROPHAGIA, BULLDOZER, REENCARNACION, 
DESTRUCTION, BLASFEMIA, NEKROMANTIE, 
REPULSION, etc.). We used to trade tapes with people 
from around the globe, so we got almost every week 
new, interesting and amazing stuff from the world- 
wide underground. It was fascinating ... Well, just not 
to bore the readers while specifying countless bands, 
back to the main topic: A short time after we’d met 
each other, Pattex and I went into the rehearsal-room 
of THE DDL’S, based in a catholic youth centre. Prior 
to that, we tried to assure several friends to join the 
“band", because we had nobody for the vocals and no 
one for the bass-guitar, as well. Obviously, we had no 
success and so I became a “shouter” while shredding 
the strings at the same time. Actually, from the start 
of the idea to form a band, I just wanted to play the 
| guitar, nothing more, nothing less, because I hate my 
j voice (even today). Pattex was more blessed, he just 
I needed to play the drums. Nevertheless, somehow it 


Tell us about the early years. 

YACOPSAE has been formed more or less accidentally, 
back in early Summer 1990 (I suppose, it was in late 
July or in the beginning of August). We are located in 
the Eastern parts/ suburbs of Hamburg/ Northern 
Germany, and at this point of time, some hyper-active 
parts of our local Punk-/ left wing-scene squatted 
successfully several houses in this area. One of the 
squatters was formerly member Pattex, our first 
drummer. So one fine day, I was visiting some friends 
in a new-squatted building and they introduced me 
to him, while he was painting his room. We talked 
about different things and both of us had no musical 
activities at this time. Pattex used to play guitar in a 
shitty band called THE DDL’S, producing really crappy 
covers of early 80’s Punk Rock from Germany, and 
my previous band S.D. JESUS (fabricating dark and 
melancholicat Punk, something between early THE 
JESUS AND MARY CHAIN, THE SMARTPILS and XMAL 
DEUTSCHLAND) broke up a few months before. 


fits and we created our first noisy’n'short tunes without 
bass-guitar, logical heavily inspired by other (bass-less) 
two-piece-bands such as SATANIC MALFUNCTIONS (still 
one of my personal all-time faves) and ACTIVE MINDS, 
even though the afore mentioned bands had a big 
impact, too. Within the following months, we continued 
fabricating more thrashy smashers, but still had no 
idea fora name. Although somehow, accidentally, a 
friend of Pattex, the vocalist of THE DDL’S, showed up 
for a few times, just to watch our rehearsals. While 
making jokes about using somebody’s name for the 
band, we’d taken his sur-name (“Jakobs”) - turned into 
the plural form -, and got it, incidentally: “Jakobse". 

We changed some letters, because it looked more cool, 
and by the way, It’s a kinda old “tradition" in German 
Punk, to demonstrate names or words consciously 
wrong; just to show, you don’t give a fuck about 
grammar nor some special meanings. Anyway, later 
I’d drawn the logo, and that’s all, actually. By the way, 
we were so happy about having a name, eventually, 
so we used a photography of Jakobs as a cover for our 
very first demo tape. On the other hand, the first time, 
when people heard our name, they thought, we would 
play some “Fun-Punk”, because the pronunciation 
sounds so “sweet”. But at last, we always were able to 





prove them that “black* is "white”, he he. And we never 
ever had the intention, to have a “brutal" name with a 
crackbrained signification. 

Tell us about the early gigs. 

We rehearsed almost half a year, and did our very 
first show at a birthday party in a local youth centre. 

It was in the middle of January 1991, and two more 
bands shared the little stage with us. The first one 
(A-LA-SKA) was a crappy (but even funny) bunch of 
school kids/ nerds, playing really bad covers of old 
German New Wave-hits and typical Rock-themes. But 
everything’s been played more slow and sloppy than 
the originals, because they were unable to do it better. 
YACOPSAE was the 2nd band on the bill and the little 
crowd (most of them were friends, anyway, hehe) 
enjoyed it. By today’s view, I would say, it was a really 
shitty set. We had not that much songs to play for an 
appropriate time, though it was funny. We just repeated 
some songs, ha ha . By the way, l still own it on video 
and on tape. Perhaps, we will add it to a DVD-release 
in the future, who knows?! The last band (DERIDER) 
was a local Hardcore-band, and their singer has been 
the birthday boy. It’s Important to mention, that our 
current drummer Emu was playing for DERIDER at 
this time, and while our set, we spontaneously did a 
cover version of NAPALM DEATH'S “Deceiver* with him 
on vocals. Needless to say, that it was crap, but as I 
mentioned before, it was funny, too. Well/the following 
few shows were nothing special and we played 
exclusively in our local area, because we had no demo 
tape, no good contacts, etc. We shared the stage with 
different bands from our area (only a few of them were 
“Punk*) and to be honest, not many people enjoyed it. 
They were impressed by the tempo and the shortness 
of our songs, but otherwise, they described us just as 
“Noisemakers”. Our local scene has been very active in 
doing political things (squatting, anti-fascism, etc.), but 
all the bands here were absolutely lazy. They played 
exclusively in the outlying districts, did a demo tape 
or two, and that’s all. None of them were trying to play 
outside of Hamburg, getting in touch with bands or 


fanzines from other cities/ countries, it was strange. I 
guess, we were the only band in our area, which tried 
to escape off the Eastern district. We sent tapes to 
fanzines, traded stuff with bands from other cities to 
catch up shows, and so on. Nevertheless, good local 
bands of the late 80's/ early 90’s were A.N.E.E.B., 
DERIDER, STRAFE MUSS SEIN (“Punishment must 
be"), MEANS TO AN END, SIBERIAN GUNS, ASCHE DER 
ROSEN (“Ash of the roses"), MONDIAL and THORSTEN 
HALT’S MAUL (“Thorsten, shut the fuck up!’’). I’m sure, 
nobody of the readers is familiar with these bands, 
but anyway, it doesn’t matter, because they existed 
just for a short period. Only MONDIAL and A.N.E.E.B. 
(pre-ASCHE DER ROSEN) made it on vinyl. MONDIAL 
contributed one track to a well-known “Hamburg- 
Punk* 12” LP compilation on WEIRD SYSTEM, called 
“Waterkant Hits”. Later they turned more into “Post- 
Punk* and published a self-released 12" EP, A.N.E.E.B. 
appear with one song on the V/A “Bullshit Detector 3* 
double 12" LP (CRASS RECORDS), and by the way, this 
one’s including NAPALM DEATH’S very first contribution 
on a record, too. A 2nd 12” LP compilation, called “Wie 
lange noch ..." on DOUBLE A RECORDS, contains two 
further tracks of them. At last, as I told before, this was 
an exceptional case. 

Tell us about your first recordings. 

Due to the lack of possibilities, we recorded our first 
demo tape, the first 7” EP (“Krank ist normal”) and the 



split 7” EP with ACTIVE MINDS in the same room of the 
youth centre, where we played our very first show. We 
even had no real engineer, we just placed the social 
worker of the venue behind the mixing desk and kept 
it simple: some microphones had been placed and 
all the stuff was recorded - completely live - straight 
to the tape (even the vocals). Ok, on both 7” EP’s, the 
vocals were done extra, but apart from that, during the 
first recording sessions, we never used any overdubs or 
stuff like that. And actually, that’s still the way, how we 
do our recordings, nowadays: we play the basic tracks 
live (guitar, bass and drums), I add the 2nd guitar 
and the vocals, and that’s all, no big deal. We like 
the spontaneous feeling/ vibes in general, but I have 
to admit, that 90 percent of our early recordings are 
really really bad, in my opinion. But anyway, it seems 
to be the natural progress for each band, and by the 
way, I would like to hear the very first recordings of 
CAPITALIST CASUALTIES, hehe. 

Tell us about your first record. 

We met Keule/ RODEL RECORDS at one of our first 
“out-of-town "-shows, somewhere around Berlin. We 
played in a squat with W.B.I. and PINK FLAMINGOS, 
and if I remember right, Ade, the drummer of SATANIC 
MALFUNCTIONS, who contemporaneous was visiting 
Jens, the bass-player of PINK FLAMINGOS, introduced 
us to each other. Accordingly, we had a long taik 



and he offered us, to release our first 7” EP. Back in 
Hamburg, we soon entered the afore mentioned and 
well-known youth centre with some lent equipment 
and started to re-record most of the material, which 
had been already known from the first demo tape. 

We added some new and unreleased tracks and did 
the whole session (23 tracks total) within one day. 
Again in the unprofessional way, without any overdubs, 
sloppy-played and a huge pressure of time. We finished 
the recordings with the vocals, and they are the main 
reason why I still hate this record so much. The youth 
centre was going to close its doors soon , and there 
was just one hour left to end it all. So i did the vocals 
within one hour under pressure, in a crampy way, and 
I had no opportunities to change anything, afterwards. 
Personally, I’m still satisfied with the roughness and 
the spontaneity of the record, the songs in general, and 
even with the lyrics, but the vocals and the bad sound 
are responsible therefor that I really dislike this shitty 
piece of plastic. 

Tell us about your favorite release. 

Phew, actually, I personally have no favorite releases 
of that time. I’m very self-critical about that, and 
sometimes, i wished some of them would never had 
seen the light of day. I’m still satisfied with most of 
the stuff, we did after our first four 7” EP’s, but the 
early years? Uhm ... I dunno. It’s not because of the 
lyrics or the songs in general. It depends more on the 
bad sound, some artwork and the vocals. The splits 
happened more or less accidentally. We are huge 
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“fans” (actually, “close friends" fits better, above all, I 
hate the term “Fan”) of ACTIVE MINDS, and we know 
them personally since their first five-appearances 
in Hamburg, back in 1987/ 1988. We just asked 
them after we got the possibility to do a 2nd 7" EP 
on the new founded label THOUGHT CRIME of Jens/ 
PINK FLAMINGOS. They simply agreed and so we 
worked it out. But I have to point up, it definitely was 
something special for us, to share the record with 
one of our favorite bands. Our 2nd split 7” EP with 
INNER CONFLICT was an accident, too. One fine day. 

I've been “harassed” by a kid, from which I’d never 
heard before. That young guy (I suppose, he was 16 
or 17 years old ...} dropped me a bunch of letters, 
because he wanted to release something of us, at all 
costs. I told that kid several times, that we presently 
are not able to give him any new and unreleased 
stuff, because the split 7” EP with ACTIVE MINDS has 
been published a short time ago and we first had to 
create new tracks. Though, he didn’t stop asking, and 
somehow, I was impressed by his persistence, so I just 
sent him acceptable live-recordings. Afterwards, he told 
me that it will be a split 7” EP with INNER CONFLICT, 
a brand new band from his local district. Usually, we 
choose our split partners, because we always want to 
be sure not to share a record with some dickheads, but 
at this point of time, we had no further informations 
about them, of course. We agreed, after we'd been in 
touch with the band fora short while, because they 
were really cool. By the way, this was the band’s first 
release and they’re still active. Within the years, they 
did a bunch of releases, tours and political activities. 
Some weeks ago, I accidentally met their drummer 
at the POLIKARPA Y SUS VICIOSAS-show in Hamburg, 
and he told me, that they discovered a sequence 
number of the split in somebody’s bedroom. This is 
notable, because just 300 copies exist, and these 
days, people still ask for this “rarity”. On the other 
hand, after the record has been released, I’ve never 
heard anything of that kid, anymore. Rainer, the bass- 
player of INNER CONFLICT, later told me, that the kid 
was under pressure, somehow. His parents forbid him 
to continue with “Punk”, doing records and things like 
that. So he just disappeared ... Strange. The following 
split 7” EP with VASELINE was scheduled as a 4-way- 


PILE DRIVER, THE DAY MAN LOST, HANGOVER HEART 
ATTACK, MAKE THEM PAY, DECEIVER, SPOONFUL OF 
VICODINE, CHAINSAW TO THE FACE, etc. No idea, if all 
of them are still active, but they’re definitely worth to 
be checked out. 

Tell us any punk/grlnd news from Colombia. 

Half and half. Primary, it has been a personal trip, 
but within the four journeys to Colombia, it happened 
more or less accidentally, that we were able to play 
three shows (with a partly line up and some different 
alternate members) in Bogota and Medellin. Since 
some years, Paola, the drummer of the all-female band 
POLIKARPA Y SUS VICIOSAS, Is a very close friend of 
mine, and that was the main reason to start visiting 
this country. It’s absolutely impossible, to review the 
whole impressions or to draw a complete profile, 
because you have to consider the social and political 
circumstances, caused by a more or less subliminal 
civil war between paramilitary, guerillas (FARC), 
government’s squads and some more involved hostile 
groups. It’s a dangerous country with a high murdering 
rate, kidnapping, drug problems, a huge poorness, 


somebody’s interested in political things, feel free to 
drop Paola (POLIKARPA Y SUS VICIOSAS) a mail. She 
will be helpful (paokarpa@hotmail.com). 

Upcoming plans for Yacopsae (new recordings, shows, 
tours, anything happening ) 

Last year, we did new recordings for a bunch of 
different releases. We re-recorded our very first 7” EP 
“Krank ist normal" plus two bonus tracks, because 
we thought, it would be a perfect kind of “gift” for our 
anniversary-show (20 years of YACOPSAE), but almost 
nothing has been released, so far. The main reason 
for the delay is: we’re still not satisfied with the mix. 

So actually, it will be out too late, because now, we’re 
21, hehe. Aside of that, we had recorded 13 further 
tracks for a split 10” LP/ CD + bonus 5” EP with IRATE 
ARCHITECT, one track for a RUPTUR E-tribute 7” EP 
compilation, one song for a split 7” EP with AMEN 
81, and another track for the “100 in 10” 12” LP 
compilation (this one’s already out). In addition, soon 
we’ll create a new homepage, far beyond from the 
common Facefuck/ Myplague-shit. The site will include 
all necessary informations and a complete archive 
with all our played shows, all flyers, tons of pictures, all 
releases, etc. And last but not least, currently, we are 
talking about to set up another short tour, next year. 
Maybe in Colombia or in the USA. Watch out!

Very different than the Western 
version. We also met a tradional Thai 
tattoo artist and both Sandee and I ended 
up getting Thai tattoos done with bamboo 
needles.

We also stayed with some 
hillside tribesmen from the Karen tribe. A 
very old Thai tribe (originally from Burma) 
that have men within their society called 
Mahouts. Men decide around the age of 
14-15 if they want to devote their lives to 
partnering with an elephant in order to take 
care of it for the rest for of their lives, it's 
somewhat spiritual within their tribe. We 
met Mahouts of various ages, one just 15. 
These men took us on an amazing once in a 
lifetime adventure. Riding elephants without 
saddles (the saddles are uncomfortable for 
the animals/bareback riding is the traditional 
way to do it), feeding the elephants and 
even bathing the elephants in a river. The 
whole experience is something I will never 
forget. . .oh yeah my arse was sore for 
3 days from riding without a saddle. On 
another day while in Chaing Mai we went 
to a tiger preserve and got to play with a 2 
month old cub. So fucking cute and playful. 
She did bite me while we were playing a bit 
rough and left me with a puncture wound 
on my back. Definitely not the standard 
house cat that I am used to! We also took 
in a snake show while in Chaing Mai that 
was kind of scary, got to handle a massive 
constrictor.

After days of play 
we had to leave to fly to Jakarta Indonesia.

PAN-ROASTED DUCK 
BREAST WITH ROASTED 
SCALLION SALAD AND 
CRISPY POACHED EGG 

There is a dark and indifferent heart 
that beats beneath the gold-plated breast 
of Westchester, New York. I have seen the 
horror of the thing and, having tarried too 
long, I bear even now the scars. 

It was summer, a decade or more 
ago, and I took employment as a water 
safety instructor at a day camp for well- 
heeled flesh sacks located just north of 
the Bronx. Owing to my possession of the 
requisite credentials and certifications I was 
put in charge of a team of ten lifeguards 
ranging in age from immature to retarded. 
Fortunately for all involved I was partnered 
with the capable and formidable Crystal, 
without whom I would have never maintained 
even the facade of control over the savages. 

I owe her a debt that I shall never be able 
to repay. 

The gruesome realities of that 
summer by the Hudson are too numerous to 
relay in any detail here: riding a bus full of 
screaming children with a hangover; acting 
cheerful while coaxing a group of belligerent 
snot factories to get into a six degree 
Fahrenheit pool; dealing with my boss whom 
I'll call "Racist Bob" (I think his name was 
just "Bob") and his ascertations that one of 
my most promising swimmers was so adept, 
not because of her form or dedication, but 
because Asians are "a sea-faring people."

I sat, stunned, in the captain's chair 
as I processed the events that would surely 
lead to Crystal's future internment in a state 
run mental facility. As the poo rocket arc'd 
through time and space on a collision course 
with her dignity my brain raced; my neurons 
fired at lightning speed; adrenaline surged, 
pulse raced, sweat poured. I tried with all the 
celerity I could muster to warn my comrade 
in arms. 

I was not in time. 

I watched as the light fled from 
Crystal's eyes. The realization that she had 
just received a Cleveland Steamer from an 
eight year old crept into her very soul, and 
as the woman I knew slipped irrevocably 
away into that dark night, I was left only 
with the echo of the words I had managed to 
scream out, far too late: 

DUCK!!! 


And that brings me to the actual 
recipe. Here's what you'll need. 



2 Muscovy Duck Breasts, about 8 oz. 

1/4 cup Olive oil 

1/8 cup unseasoned rice vinegar + 
about a tablespoon for poaching 
about a tablespoon five spice 
5 - 12 large eggs, depending on your 
fine motor skills 

a varying amount of flour and Panko 
bread crumbs, see above 
2 cups vegetable oil 
2 bunches scallions or ramps 
Salt and Pepper to taste 

*NB to my vegan homies: I didn't do any 
vegan subs on this one because for the life 
of me I couldn't figure out how. That, and 
I'm seriously writing this like at least a week 
past the deadline. 

It helps to have a high sided saute pan 
for this, but regardless something with a 
metal handle that you can move from the 
stove top to the oven is a must. Preheat the 
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oven to 375F (190C). Meanwhile, get your 
scallions in a roasting dish and toss them 
with the olive oil, rice vinegar, salt and 
pepper. Once the oven is preheated, chuck 
the fuckers in on the bottom rack. They'll 
be in there for about 20 minutes total, but 
don't panic if it's a bit longer, they'll just get 
a bit more charred which won't fuck up the 
final dish. Meantime, get your saute pan on 
to a high flame, and let that fucker get nice 
and hot. 



Next you'll tend to your duck breasts. I 
took an awesome photo of me acting quite 
vulgar with the duck breasts, but after a 
second opinion (my girlfriend insisted that 
the pictures were stupid) I decided against 
their inclusion. She was right they were 
pretty stupid. Anyway, you're going to have to 
make some cross cut incisions down the fat 
side of the duck breast. Try to avoid cutting 
all the way to the meat. This will allow 
the precious liquid gold duck fat to render 
properly and will also prevent the meat from 
getting pulled taut in the pan, which will 
cause uneven cooking. And uneven cooking 
is like some Darth Vader level evil shit when 
it comes to duck. So yeah. 

Now by this point yer pan should be all 
kinds of smokin' hot, just like me. Seriously, 
I'm ridiculously good looking. It's like not 
even fair. Anyway, your duck breasts should 
be room temperature by now (helps to 
prevent sticking to the pan) so season them 
with the five spice, some salt and pepper and 
place them fat side down in the pan. Next to 
the saute pan start about 3 quarts of water 
going to a rolling boil. More on this in a 
minute. Your going to let the breasts render 
for about 7 minutes or so depending on the 
size. The ones l used were some badass fat 
daddy 9 ouncers I got from my local butcher, 
so that's on the targe size. A point of note: 
It's ALWAYS best to try to get as many locally 
grown ingredients as you can. I know that 
I'm a bit spoiled living here in the Bay Area, 
but many if not most of you probably have 
farms within 10D miles or so of where you 
live and can get locally grown produce and 
meat which will be minimally processed, 
better for you and better tasting. Enough 
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preaching. I'm boring myself now, and I'm 
sure that most of you have dropped off by 
now to read one of the awesome columns. 
Which would mean that I'm addressing no 
one at all. Which is conceivable. But once 
again, I digress. 



After the fat has rendered, flip the 
breasts meat side down for about one 
minute and you'll see this: 



Then flip them BACK over (meat side 
up), spoon off all but about one or two 
tablespoons of the fat (save it in a jar in 
the fridge for some ass kicking potatoes 
tomorrow morning!) and place them in the 
oven (center rack) where you'll leave them 
for about 8 to 9 minutes again depending 
on the size. While you're in there flip your 
scallions. Take a shot, you've earned it 
before the next step. 

Once now that you've got your water to 
a rolling boil and the duck pan is in the oven 
start heating a second pan on the burner 
over medium high heat with the vegetable oil 
in it. Now we're getting to the complicated 
part. Were going to be breading and frying a 
poached egg. "Madness!" you shout over the 
din of the din filled place that you're reading 
this in my mind. "Balderdash!" I retort. 
Anything worth having is worth breading 
and deep frying and that's just the American 
way, kids. I probably should have mentioned 
this before, but you should have set up your 
whole breading station (3 bowls, first flour, 
then beaten egg, then panko) before you 
started. So let's hope that you actually read 
through to the end of the column first. If 


not, well. I'm sorry. Nobody ever accused 
me of being all that good at, well, anything. 
Anyway, you're going to want to put that left 
over vinegar in the water for the poached 
eggs. Take a cold egg out of the fridge and 
crack it into a small dish. Use a spatula or 
slotted spoon to stir the water creating a 
"Whirlpool" in the center and one by one 
carefully slip the eggs into the water. The 
whirling action and the vinegar will help 
keep the egg together while it poaches and 
you'll get this: 



A quick note: Obviously there are those 
poaching pans that you can buy too, which 
probably makes this whole thing a bit easier. 
But yeah. So anyway, by this point your 
scallions should be nicely roasted and your 
duck should be done so pull the breasts 
out and place on a cutting board under tin 
foil to rest for ten minutes before carving. 
Meanwhile your eggs should take a total 
of about 6-7 minutes to poach depending 
on how many you've got going, 6 should be 
plenty for 2 and you're going to want the 
yolks pretty runny as they'll function as the 
dressing. Anyway, use a slotted spoon to 
remove them from the water and get ready 
for the fucking hard part. 

Once the eggs are cool enough to 
handle you're going to VERY CAREFULLY 
bread and fry them. This, as you might 
suspect, is a righteous motherfuckin' pain in 
the ass, but your guests will almost certainly 
put out when they see the final product, so 
it's worth it. Gross, huh? Anyway, the long 
and the short of it is coat the egg one at 
a time in the flour, then the beaten egg, 
then the panko. Place them, one at a time, 
CAREFULLY AND GENTLY into the hot oil. You 
realty only need to fry them for about 45 
seconds per side since you don't want to 
over cook the yolk. Place on a paper towel 
to drain. 



Now you can carve up the duck. Place 
the breasts skin side up and carve into thin 
slices at a 45 degree angle. 



Remove the scallions from the oven and 
plate by draping the scallions around one 
side of the bowl or plate, the sliced duck on 
the other and placing the crispy poached egg 
in the middle. Serve immediately, garnished 
with raw scallion if you like. 



So there ya have it! See, that was only 
excruciatingly painful, right? Man, I bet you 
guys are like SUPER bummed that you sat 
through that stupid ass shaggy dog story at 
the beginning right?

Not that 
Voivod have ever released a bad album, but 
to imagine them not only revisiting their 
more unbridled past, but actually WANTING 
to revisit it, blows my mind!

Deceased 

Surreal Overdose 

Even while helping to give birth to the 
first real wave of death metal. Deceased 
always maintained a strong thrash vibe. As 
great as their early albums were, for my 
money the band really came into their own 
on "Supernatural Addiction" in 2000. It 
was there they found the perfect balance 
between death metal's harshness and their 
affinity for blasting cap thrash. "Surreal 
Overdose" captures all that same magic 
eleven years later. It thrashes so violently 
that it leaves my jaw on the floor, but it also 
has large doses of the monstrous rawness 
of Deceased brand of death as exercised 
on "Luck of the Corpse" (1990/1992) and 
especially "13 Frightened Souls" (1993). 
Interwoven throughout everything is 
stellar musicianship and stunning melody. 
Definitely one of my top recommendations 
from this issue. (Patac) 


Denial Fiend 

Horror Holocaust 

Denial Fiend is a supergroup of sorts 
launched by former members of the 
legendary Massacre, Death, and Nasty 
Savage. I haven't heard the first album 
"They Rise" but it seems that horror movies 
were the theme. So it seems fitting that 
for their second album "Denial Fiend" they 
tap my all-time favorite hardcore vocalist, 
former Accused/Fartz (current Toe Tag) 
frontman Blaine Cook, whose gargling 
with molten slag vocal style and obsession 
with horror movies has been a driving 
force throughout his storied career. Since 
I already let the cat out of the bag and 
mentioned Blaine is my favorite hardcore 


screecher, it should come as no surprise that 
I have basically played this album non-stop 
since it came out. With Blaine on the mic, 
comparisons to the Accused are inevitable, 
so let's not ignore that particular elephant 
in the living room and simply say this... if 
this had been released as an Accused record, 
it would fit right in. In fact, the less-than- 
frantic-but-still-raging pace of this record 
brings to mind the "Splatter Rock" album. 
Basically what you are in for is music that 
straddles the blurry line between crossover, 
thrash, and early death metal. Actually, 
perhaps I should say "transcends" that line, 
because you aren't really going to have time 
to worry about pigeonholing this is some 
sub-genre because the music isjoing to rip 
your throat out and leave you bfeeding to 
death on the ground as you do nothing but 
continue to smile and bang your head. (Ibex

Hell 

Human Remains 

Amazing. Hell has been reborn. Hell 
was a NWOBHM band who (outside of 
demo tapes) had a grand total of one 7" 
single released back in the day (1983). 

But the thing is, that single was so unique 
and captivating that the band managed 
to somehow remain on the radar of cult 
NWOBHM and black metal fans for almost 
three decades. I certainly was aware of 
them, although I wasn't able to get a copy 
of their music until the age of the internet. 
So it is truly amazing to know that the band 
has signed to Mausoleum Records and 
released a full length CD of all their old 
tunes re-recorded. As bonus tracks you get 
all the songs as they appeared on the demos 
as well. What is even more amazing is the 
fact this CD is nearly perfect. Totally killer 
heavy metal that is both quirky and neck 
snapping. I'm not even sure how to begin to 
describe their sound. Imagine Mercyful Fate 
filtered through Judas Priest as recorded 
by musicians whose day job is as a King 
Crimson cover band. Who would think that 
one of the most outstanding (and, for that 
matter, stand alone) records of 2011 would 
be released by an early 80s band retooling 
their own timeless, but never released, 
songs? If you dig real metal, you gotta hear 
this. It is destined to be on my year's top 
ten list, for sure. (Mausoleum) 


3 Inches of Blood 
Anthems for the Victorious 


This is an amazing 7" single from one 
of the front runners in the rebirth of classic 
heavy metal. On their 2009 album 3 Inches 
of Blood delved pretty deeply into NWOBHM 
inspired metal and released a record that 
was for some (not me) perhaps a bit too 
melodic and too much of a departure from 
their core sound. I think that is where this 
EP comes in. It bridges the gap between 
the last album and their earlier, and grittier, 
sound. As a result, it gives us a glimpse of 
the band's future. . . a very bright one indeed 
if they can do an entire album of songs like 
this! Flawless is the word that comes to 
mind. Simply flawless. (Century Media) 


Holy Martyr 

Invincible 

The war-metal gods Holy Martyr have 
left behind them themes of the ancient 
Mediterranean battlegrounds of the Greeks 
and Romans and for their new (third) album 
have ventured to the other side of the globe 
to examine themes of Japanese warfare. 
Musically they stick to their epic metal 
massive wall-of-sound, but with perhaps a 
few more dynamics and a bit more melody 
than on either "Still at War" or "Hellenic 
Warrior Spirit." Holy Martyr are one of my 
favorite new bands. I just can't get enough 
of their pure metal constructs. Perhaps now 
that they have an almost "radio friendly" 
tune ("Ghost Dog") they can turn their wave 
of fans into a tsunami.

Destruction 

Day of Reckoning 

Since their reformation in 2000, 
Destruction (one of the original "big three" 
of Teutonic thrash) has pretty much stuck 
to a formulaic sound. This has proven to 
be both a blessing and a curse. The curse 
being, of course, that their new sound 
utterly fails to capture the band's original 
magic as evidenced on the records from 
1984's "Sentence of Death" through 1988's 
"Release from Agony." The blessing being 
that the sound does actually work and work 
well. It is totally throat tearing sound that 
is harder, faster, and more violent than 
almost any other thrash band can manage. 
Like its immediate predecessor, the stellar 
"D.LV.O.L.UJ.I.O.N", this album does find 
Destruction incorporating more of the 
complexity and subtlety that harkens to their 
salad days; just listen to the guitar work on 
the title track as evidence. Alt in all another 
first-rate album by a band that's only flaw is 
they are legends who have failed to remain

A Painful Journey Into NIHIL 

The first full-length album by Chile's 
Condenados is definitely one that will gets 
fans of pure doom metal drooling like a 
bullmastiff at dinner time.

The band utilizes 
elements of the oldschool second wave 
sound ala Candlemass and Pentagram with 
vibes from the new millennium not unlike 
Doomshine or label mates Sinister Realm.

Time is Up 

The new wave of thrash has a curse of 
abundance. There are literally so many good 
bands delivering the goods that it is hard to 
know where to turn next. Well if you decide 
to turn to Havok, you won't be disappointed. 
Culling their sound from the 80s Bay Area 
scene, they have that clean yet violent sound 
that was shepherded into history by bands 
like Souza-era Exodus, Forbidden, and 
Heathen. What they lack in innovation and 
novelty (and it is a total lack), they make up 
for in pure chutzpah and fearless delivery

Boldly Stride the Doomed

my money this is more of just a classic 80s 
style heavy metal record. What people who 
weren't actually there at the time would 
call "classic American power metal" but 
at the time we just called REAL (as in ass 
kickin') heavy metal. . . think Tyrant, Warlord, 
or Omen (perhaps a bit slower, thus the 
doom tag). Brian's awesome pipes lend a 
real sense of intensity and urgency to this 
album. But it isn't all about the vocals 
either; musically it is top notch, with a 
contemporary vibe plastered on top of that 
mid-paced 80s feel. I like this enough that 
I feel a strong need to track down their first 
album on Shadow Kingdom Records...

Self-titled 5th album

My Life My Way 

Over the years one of my favorite parts 
of being an Agnostic Front fan was mocking 
the holier-than-thou hardcore crowd who 
dismissed the band as nothing more than 
a NYHC tough guy crew. For years and 
years it was the cool thing to claim to not 
like AF. The fact that their first EP and LP 
practically redefined east coast thrash and 
their next two LPs were key players in the 
crossover explosion was ignored in favor of 
the fact their politics were suspect and their 
suspenders were omnipresent. It seems it 
is now more accepted to give the band their 
props and acknowledge their significant 
place in HC history, so it seems a perfect 
time for AF to release their strongest record 
in years. My Life My Way still has much of 
the feel of their more recent releases but 
it also recaptures some of the thrashcore 
magic ol records like "Liberty and Justice 
For..." and "Cause of Alarm."

Spellcaster 
Under the Spell 

Portland's Spellcaster joins the new 
wave of thrash metal with a sound that 
borrows heavily from both the Bay Area 
sound and the speed metal of bands like 
Agent Steel, Abattoir, and Bloodlust. Deeply 
infused melody underlies the frantic music. 

I enjoy it in spite of the fact I have heard 
it all a million times before. But if you are 
new to the scene you might even find this 
a departure Irom a lot of the new wave 
thrashers.

On their second album Sinister Realm 
stray even further from the classic doom 
metal boiler plate and opt for a classic 
sound that has as much in common with 
both the NWOBHM and American bands like 
Omen, early Fates Warning, and Warlord as it 
does with Solitude Aeturnus or Candlemass. 
The perfectly clean vocals of Alex Kristof 
are potent enough to soar above the neck 
snapping metal of the rest of the band and 
give Sinister Realm both class and power.

The German name of the label, which 
translates into "Assassin", could make one 
believe that ABSENCE OF MALICE are a 
German, or at least an European band, but 
as far as I know, they hail from the United 
States. Probably from Richmond as the label 
address is from there, but I'm not sure. 
Anyway, this quartet played some quicker 
paced, moderately powerful as well as kind 
of biting hardcore with a vocalist who more 
or less really can sing. To some extent this 
7" reminds me of a slew of the speedcore 
bands out of this epoch such as FEAR ITSELF 
or NEGATIVE GAIN, but without their rapidity 
and energy.

In my humble opinion, this collection 
of early '80s traditional, vigorous punk to 
more rapidly and sometimes fast as fuck 
hardcore and everything in between is one 
of the best international samplers ever, 
full stop. Just take a look at the line-up as 
this list reads like a who-is-who from more 
than 2,5 decades ago: HUVUDTVATT (a.k.a. 
HEADCLEANERS), CULT MANIAX, S.I.B., NEOS, 
UPRIGHT CITIZENS, OLHO SECO, SUICIDE, 
COLERA, PLASTICK, POWERAGE, PROTEST, 
TERVEET KADET as well as RATTUS! Pretty 
astonishing, isn't it?! In opposite to most 
new(er) compilations, you will neither find a 
stinker nor a filler as all of this gangs/songs 
still stand out. Certainly, I like a few ones 
better than others, but the same counts for 
every comp, ever released! If I was forced 
at gunpoint to bring up my five faves I would 
go for these ones in no particular order: 
HUVUDTVATT, UPRIGHT CITIZENS, OLHO SECO, 
COLERA and TERVEET KADET plus RATTUS 
(okay, that were six, but the two latter ones 
finish equal...). Oh yeah, the artwork was 
drawn by no other than Pushead himself, if 
that's of interest for you. . . No doubt about 
it, this rigid worldwide omnibus, which was 
never repressed or bootlegged, rocks from 
the moment the needle hits the vinyl! 

CAPITALIST ALIENATION -"Away" 12" 

15 tracks / Alienation Records / 
1987 

These four young Cannucks were on fire 
with a simple, but fast as hell and full scale 
blazing, thrashing hardcore inferno with 
wholly snotty singing parts. With more piss 
and vinegar than diet coke or champagne in 
their veins, this 12" runs riot with nothing but 
a wholly pissed off middle finger response 
against the typical punk enemies such as the 
government, authority, society, cops, school, 
religion, etc. - you know the deal. This is 
hardcore the way it was meant to be: Young, 
straightforward, obnoxious and very fucking 
loud (if you'll crank up the volume on your 
stereo to the friggin max. . .)! The tunes 
are hammered out amid 44 seconds and 
1:55 minutes, so yep, they're fucking short 
too, which stands for that these guys never 
fuck around. I suppose this 12" was never 
reissued officially nor illegitimately, which 
is a huge loss for any fan of unadulterated 
basic thrashcore in the vein of old D.R.I., 
LARM, NEOS or basically every "we thrash as 


wild as we can" company that ever came into 
view within this zine and as a result I cannot 
recommend this 12" enough! 

HYPNOTICS - "Indoor fiends" LP 
22 tracks / Enigma Records / 1982 / 
200 made 

The first album from the HYPNOTICS 
is unquestionably among my favorite top 
five LPs out of this epoch. On this ogre, the 
HYPNOTICS delivered the goods with mid 
paced to more rapidly, extremely abrasive 
in addition to wholly snot-nosed, entirely 
aggressive, constantly catchy hardcore punk 
that is full of cynical as well as sarcastic 
lyrics spitted out by a mentally deranged, 
tremendous vocalist. No compromises were 
made on this outstanding LP, in between 45 
seconds and 2:40 minutes, the HYPNOTICS 
blasted out hit after hit that sound like the 
missing link flanked by THE LEWD and early 
ANGRY SAMOANS. Yeah, "Indoor fiends" 
shreds this hard!

In the end, I for my part 
presume that "Indoor fiends" is a fucking 
magnum opus of flawless respectively 
timeless hardcore punk, full stop!!

Well, basically this EP contains only two real 
songs as I would count the first one, the 
thoroughly brief "Open(ing) up", more as an 
intro...

/ the other pretenders are: GIL, ASBESTOS, 
CROCK, SOCIETIC DEATH SLAUGHTER, CROW,

SIC, FINAL COUNT, ACID, JELLY BEANS and 
T.D.F.) this flexi is the only LOVEZHE stuff I'm 
acquainted with.

In '85 the greatly named PUKE, who 
hailed from the south of Sweden, came up 
with their first vinyl output, the "Back to the 
30:s" 7". Unlike a lot of their country mates 
out of the mid '80s, the band was a lot more 
melodic and memorable, which leads to the 
description of quicker paced, powerful, but 
also all the time wholeheartedly harmonious 
hardcore punk that, next to the just 
illustrated music, due to the tuneful vocals is 
reminiscent of ASTA KASK. This is melodious, 
driving punk at its best. The "Back to the 
stoneage" LP pretty much carries the same 
kind of these efficient compositions, so I 
don't have to add something else, do I?! 

Ten years passed and Hepatid D Records 
took advantage in officially re-releasing 
the "Stalld mot en vagg" demo from '84 on 
a double EP. The demo is a hell of worlds 
apart from the 7" and LP because it sets 
free the more common Swedish hardcore 
from '84: Fast, uncontrolled and crude shit 
that hits you like a sledgehammer and 
reminds more of ASOCIAL, S.O.D. (SOUND 
OF DISASTER), DISARM or early AVSKUM 
than of the melodic end of the genre. Well, 

I cannot complain because I think both of 
PUKE's styles are cool. Two songs of the 
demo appeared on the monstrous "Varning! 
For punk" comp. 3x CD box (Distortion 
Records / 1993) and one track of a unknown 
to me demo from '87 saw the light of day 
on the "Really fast vol. 4" comp. LP (Really 
Fast Records / 1988 / 1.600 made / also 
look at WOUNDED KNEE, STREBERS, D.T.A.L., 
FILTHY CHRISTIANS, ROTEN TANDKRAM, NO 
SECURITY, KAZUROL, FRED & FRIHET, G-ANX, 
DROSS, SVART SNO, ROVSVETT and OTAKT). 

I dunno if PUKE were on more samplers and 
at the moment I'm way to lazy to investigate 
Sorry for my apathy, but as far as I can 
notify, PUKE's records (all include the lyrics) 
weren't repressed or bootlegged. Alongside 
this, something in the blackened depths of 
my drunken brain tells me that it shouldn't 
be too difficult or expensive to get hold of 
the originals.

UNITED - "Destroy metal" EP

"Destroy metal" may not be an 
appropriate title for Japan's UNITED mission 
because next to their music, the inside of the 
fold-out envelope is full (!!!) of live pictures 
of the band's heavy metal worshipping 
members. Hell, even the significant metal 
albums of the '80s had much lesser posing 
going around. . . With accurately tons of 
leather, spikes and long hair, this part of the 
cover looks like an insert or the back sleeve 
of a JUDAS PRIEST longplayer. Ouch! And 
come what may, UNITED dished up metal in 
its purest form: Mid paced, pungent stuff 
that is full of guitar wankery! I'm not really 
an expert when we're talking about heavy 
metal (these times are over for about 25+ 
years), so I just say that even I don't enjoy 
classic heavy metal anymore, for the most 
part this is unquestionably some strong shit. 
It's fun to listen to and that's all what counts. 

I assume this bastard wasn't repressed or 
bootlegged, but at least UNITED also became 
visible with two songs on the "Devil must 
be driven out with devil" comp. LP (Hold 
Up Records / 1986 / also features: GHOUL, 

LIP CREAM, SAVER TIGER, CITY INDIAN and 
CASBAH). I'm not aware of other recordings 
of theirs from this eon, which, of course, 
doesn't mean they did nothing else. Man, 
back in the day were ssooo many samplers, 
tapes and such shit - it's almost impossible 
to know them all! However, in '99 Howling 
Bull America Records put out the UNITED 
"Distorted vision" CD, but I'm really not sure 
if we can speak of the same band as the 
soundscapes are entirely different (pretty 
lame ass, metallic New York styled hardcore; 
something similar to BIOHAZARD...) and cuz 
of the lacking information, the only original 
member seems to be their bass player 
Yoko. I prefer the early metal stuff over the 
shit going on on this CD any day, but that's 
another, long(er) story, which's short moral 
is, that after the compact disk this horde 
wasn't on my radar anymore. When alt's said

UNRULED's first and simultaneously last 
effort out of the '80s, that is also known 
as the "Time is running out" 7" (= first 
song), brings mid-tempo to slightly quicker, 
relatively characteristic, d-beat ridden 
punkrock with a small amount of harmonies 
into your household. Normal stuff out of this 
era and I cannot help, but in one way or 
another, their singer exactly sounds like Cal 
from early DISCHARGE (that's not necessarily 
a bad sign), so all in all, these three cuts 
are akin to old DISCHARGE if they had some 
melodies. I'm honest; therefore I've to 
bring up that I like their third and shortest 
tune "Lost cause" the most. The other two 
are not bad, but for me they're just so-so. 
They're in basic terms nothing special if you 
know what I mean. The wrapping, a folded 
piece of paper with the libretto printed 
on the inside, is reminiscent of an ancient 
DISCHARGE 7" too, so if you're keen on not 
too overwhelming, age-old d-beat punk, this 
EP will be right up your alley. Somehow I 
can understand that this 7" wasn't repressed 
or bootlegged until now, but for some aim 
in 2009 all three songs were re-recorded 
with UNRULED's original guitar as well as 
bass player along with Chany and Sam from 
INEPSY on vocals and drums and appeared 
on the satisfactory "Butchers of warfare" 

LP, which was released on Schizophrenic 
Records in 2010. 



UPSIDE - "Natt per soffrire" EP

There're literally no info (no record 
label, addresses, lyrics, inserts, there's 
absolutely nothing!) coming with this 7", 
for this reason I'm not able to come up 
with a lot of data about this Italian outfit. 

I'm not an internet nerd who needs to know 
any trivial statistics about every fucking 
band/record, so I'll just concentrate on 
discussing the music on the vinyl - big 
fucking deal, eh?! Whatever, don't expect the 
uncompromising, raging sounds of the Italian 
stalwarts of the yesteryear like for example 
THE WRETCHED, INDIGESTI, NEGAZIONE or 
RAW POWER because this foursome served 
the goods in a completely other way. That 
being said, UPSIDE provided not too swift, 
kinda rhythmic, but entirely robust punkrock 
with a snot-nosed songster at its best. 

With a ton of sloppy aggression, these four 
anthems will make you want to sing along (if 
the lyrics were included...) while drinking 
massive amounts of ice-cold beer. Yep, 
this EP is that remarkable! According to the 
intro of this analysis, this 7" (I don't have 
the trace of an idea if it was re-released or 
bootlegged) is the only UPSIDE fabrication 
I'm familiar with, so if they've more stuff 
out, I definitely need it. If that's the case and 
you want to get rid off it, please drop me an 
email - thanks in advance! Fuck, I think, I 
should check out E-fucking-bay from time to 
time nonetheless...
